Written 
originally in Low Dutch, and also translated into Eng¬ 
lish, by William Sewel. The third edition, correeletl. 
Burlington. New .Jersey, i’linted and sold by Uaae 
Collins. MDUCLXXfV.” Consequently about 114 
years old. It is a folio in .si^.e. and ctmtains «Pi i>ages, 
including l^reface and Index, and Is ininted in clear, 
large type, with side notes.

.indsoincof them bcliiv\nug more like tioiids ilian human 
beings, leaving out their profession as Christian min¬ 
isters. it were well it no such spirit still exists. Tliere 
are some who assert that salvation can be had only in 
their way.
